DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

2. Claims 25, 53, 72 and 73 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being 
anticipated by Cribbs et al. 

Cribbs et al. teaches a self-servowriting arrangement and method which as 
discussed in column 6, lines 38-65 reads back transitions along a circumferential track 
(50) to determine if a timing error exists along this track and if an error exists then a 
correction is made in the spindle speed to eliminate the timing error. This teaching 
satisfies the claimed detecting and correcting steps as set forth in claim 25. Claim 53 
contains similar language, although written in a structural format. These features are 
satisfied for similar reasons. Also, the claimed controlling unit is considered to be 
satisfied by at least IC unit (32). The claimed index position as set forth in claims 72-73 
is satisfied by the gap (54). This gap and its relation between the transitions satisfies 
the at least one error as claimed. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 26-28, 54-59 and 60-71 are allowed. 
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4. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: The reasons for allowance of claims 60-71 were provided in the previous office 
action. Claims 26 and 54 are allowed for reasons provided by applicant, that the 
integral correction value is a correction determined by a formula pointed out by 
applicant. The claimed arrangement as set forth in claim 57 which includes a controlling 
unit to control a head to writ a self servo timing pattern on a medium which eliminates 
systematic errors and the trajectory of the pattern written matches the trajectory of the 
radial motion of the head is neither taught by nor an obvious variation of the art of 
record. 

Response to Arguments 

5. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 25, 53, 72, 73 have been 
considered but are moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
